UNDERGONE BY A MACON TRAV- 
ELING MAN. 


Thrown Down a Fifteen Foot Embankment aad 
Knocked Silly—Tne Result of a Broken Gail 
oa the Brunswick and Western Railroad 
—Cther News of Interest, Ets. 

Macon, Ga. January 10.—[Special.]—Mr. 
George Gantt, who travels in the interest of a 
fertilizer agency here, was the victim of a 
thrilling experience on the Brunswick and 
Western railroad Saturday evening. 

The westward bound train was running along 
at a rapid gait three miles east of Brookfield in 
Berrien county, about 3 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing, with a number of passengers in the first- 
class car and the sleeper attached. 

Mr. Gantt was asleep in his berth, when sud- 
denly ho was thrown violently across the car 
and jammed between the berth and the side of 
the car, in such a position that he could hardly 
extricate himself. Captain McDuffie, manager 
of the road, was on hand, 
and as soon as the accident occurred he rushed 
around to see if anybody was injured. Calling 
eut ‘Is anybody hurt in here’’ he was an- 
swercd by Mr. Gantt, who replied that he did 
not think he was hurt badly. But as he gained 
his feet a faintin g fit caused him to stagger for- 
ward, and when he became conscious he felt 
completely paralyzed. 

On examining the wreck it was found that a 
broken rail had caused the sleeper to leave the 
track and tumble headlong down a fifteen 
foot embankment, jerking the front trucks of 
the first-class car off the rails. The balance of 
the train was a)! right,and the passengers}were 
taken aboard and conveyed to Albany, where 
Mr. Gantt was taken care of and finally recov- 
ered the use of his limbs. He is suffering from 
soreness in his bones to day, and is getting 
all right again. 

The sleeper and the passenger car were both 
Jeft at the scene of the accident. Considering 
the circumstances, it is remarkable that there 
was no more damage done. The sleeping car 
eonductor had his face pretty badiy cut up with 
broken glass.

The democratic press in a spirit of fair- 
ness, has published the fact of his surprising 
announcement, but as it is not in keeping 
with the policy of the republicans, the able 
editors of the latter party will probably 
keep it dark. 


AN Indiana paper thus gives vent to its 
anger: ‘‘D—n their cowardly souls.

This has the 
genuine ring about it, and should commend 
the Indiana editor to all true Americans. 
However, if the same had appeared in a 
Texas paper, two thousand Indianians could 
have been found in fifteen minutes, ready to 
volunteer for missionary work among the 
Bncivilized of the Lone Star state. 


ELIsAH BABBITT, the oldest resident of 


Erie, and probably the oldest practicing 


Jawyer in the United States, died on Sun- 


day, in bis ninety-second year. He was 
born in Providence, R. I., admitted to the 
Pennsylvania bar in 1824, served in the 
State legislature as representative and sena- 
tor, and was representative in congress in 
1858 to 1862. He tried a suit in court dur- 
ing the past summer and retained his facul- 
ties to the last. 


A Wild Scheme. 

The Philadelphia Record, a remarkably 
conservative journal, asks: ‘‘Why not buy 
Liberia and make it a penal colony for ne- 
gro convicts?”’ 

Our contemporary believes that by settling 
our negro convicts in I#beria they would 
gradually build up that countoy and do for 
it what the English convicts did for New 
South Wales, 

We do not see why we should make any 
extraordinary efforts in behalf of Liberia. It 
is about the last spot on the globe to think 
of purchasing with any hope “of a p:ofitable 
return. Nor does the penal colony business 
commend itself. Would it not be barred 
by the ‘“‘unusual punishment’’ clause in the 
federal constitution? If the} banishment of 
a negro chicken thief to Africa does not come 
under the head of ‘‘unusual punishment’’ 
then the language is meaningless. The 
whole thing is too un-American to be con- 
sidered for a moment. 


Contradictory Scientific Teachings. 


The scientists lead us a dance when we 
look to them for the truth. What they de- 
clare to be an established fact today may be 
considered a ridiculous absurdity tomorrow. 

Take the single matter of alcohol. With 
the growth of temperance ideas we have had 
a surprising quantity of readable literature 
published to prove that alcohol is not only 
poisonous, but useless. Alleged scientists, 
some of them reputable medical men, have 
declared that alcohol is found nowhere in 
nature, except when nature is in decay; that 
it is not focd; that itis not beneficial as a 
medicine, and. is always injurious asa _ bev- 
erage. These statements have been repeated 
so often that there is a general disposition to 
believe them, and yet there is room for 
doubt. The scientists disagree, and the un- 
scientific masses are not competent to de- 
cide. 

These reflections have been suggested by 
tle appearance of a new book entitled ‘‘The 
Truth About Alcohol,’’by Dr. Robert Alexan- 
der Gunn, Belford, Clarke & Co. publishers, 
Chicago and New York. It isa very little 
book, but it is destined to be as_ troublesome 
as a firebrand. Dr. Gunn claims that he has 
given a brief statement of a side of the ques- 
tion not easily accessible to the general 
reader, because no trustworthy information 
can be gathered from the works onthe sub- 


ject now in the hands of the people, as they 


were written by men who had started out 
with the determination to prove the case 
against alcohol. The doctor says that alco- 
hol exists in water, in the air, in growing 
plants and in the human body. He insists 
that vegetable and animal life depends 
upon the production of alcohol, and that 
without it organized bodies of every kind 
would cease to be, and the earth would be- 
come i desolate chaos. We cannot get rid 
of it. We find it evenin our bread, eighty 
pounds of which contain as much alcoholic 
strength as an ordinary bottle of port wine! 

Dr. Gunn quotes a list ef authorities to 
prove that alcohol is a food, and is useful as 
a medicine, and is absolutely needed by 
many persons as a beverage. He asserts 
that those who have written against alcohol 
have invariably based their conclusions on 
the results obtained from the use of poison- 
ousdoses. That the excessive use of spirits 


‘will paralyze the brain and poison the blood 


the docter frankly admits. Nor does he 
show how the man who follows his advice 
and becomes a moderate drinker can control 
his appetite ifit should become abnormal. 
He dismisses the immoderate drinkers with 
this cold-blooded query: ‘‘May it not be 
rational to presume that drunkenness is one 
of the means by which nature provides for 
human development by removing the mor- 
ally weak from the struggle for existence?’’ 

Whether Dr. Gunn has really written the 
truth about alcohol is a matter that we cane 
not pass upon. The wide-awake scientific 
gentlemen on the other side of the question 
will no doubt expose the errors of the book, 
if they findany. There is a general desire 
to have the subject thoroughly and impar- 
tially discussed, not by prohibitionists and 
anti-prohibitionists, but by those who are 
seeking for the truth. 


Cotton Facts and Figures. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
cotton reports, has a detailed statement of 
the overland movement of the crop to Janu- 
ary 1, receipts, exports and spinners’ takings 
during the same period. ‘There has been a 
more liberal movement of cotton by rail 
overland during the month, the gross ship- 
ments reaching 261,557 bales and falling but 
18,452 bales below the total for the corre- 
sponding month in 1885. Compared with 
December of 1884, however, there is an in- 
crease of 54,165 bales. For the four months 
of the current seasen the aggregate is 676,- 
756 bales, against 698,762 bales last year 
and 1,513,897 bales two years ago,a decrease 
contrasted with the former of 22,006 bales and 
again compared with the latter of 162,859 
bales. The net for December is in excess of 
that for the same month of either of the two 
preceding years, the total being 192,376 
bales, against 183,955 bales and 130,193 res- 
pectively in 1885 and 1884; the season’s to- 
ta], therefore, approximates closely to that 
of last year, and records a very decided in- 
crease over 1884, The shipments to Canada 
by rail have been, since September 1, 1886, 
21,247 bales, in 1885 were 21,061 bales and 
in 1884 were 9,077 bales. 

There has been a still further increase dur- 
ing December in the receipts at the ports as 
compared with either last year or the pre- 
ceding year. The total for the season to 
date now is 3,755,798 bales, a gain over 1885 
of 161,160 bales, whilethe increase over 1884 
reaches 93,593 bales. Foreign exports have 
been of very large volume during the month, 
reaching 82,671 bales, against 647,824 bales 
in 1885 and 838,327 bales the previous year. 
Contrasted with the similar period of the two 
previous years, the aggregate for the four 
months exhibits an excess which over 1885 
is 264,504 bales and over 1884 reaches 407 
bales. 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
September 1 in 1886 is 168,810 bales more 
than in 1885, and 284,287 bales more than 
in 1¢°4, Northern spinners had up to Jan- 
uary 1 taken 994,885 bales, a decrease from 
the corresponding period in 1885 
of 62,334 bales, and an increase over 


the same time in 1884 of 187,548 | 


bales. The movement up to Jan- 
usry 1 of the present year is 36,608 bales 
more than in 1885 and 340,792 bales greater 
than in 1°84, Thus, it will be noticed that 
the movement up to January 1 shows a de- 
crease in the ‘average weight as compared 
with the same period of last year, the aver- 
age this year being 490-01 pounds per bale, 
against 490-28 pounds per bale for the same 
tinfe in 1885 and 481-92 pounds in 1884. 

For the week ending January 7, the total 
receipts have reached 159,044 bales, against 
236,618 bales last week, 283,045 bales the 
previous week, and 260,659 bales three 
weeks since; making the total receipts since 
the ist of September, 1886, 3,914,842 bales, 
against 3,759,644 bales for the same 
period of 1885-86, showing an increase 
since September 1, 1886, of 155,198 bales. 

The exports for the week ending reach a 
total of 195,891 bales, of which 100,227 were 
to Great Britain, 45,430 to France, and 50,- 
234 to the rest of the continent. 

The imports into continental ports, for 
the same period, have bcen 64,000 bales. 
There has been an increase in the cotton in 
sight, tonight, of 122,410 bales as compared 
with the same date of 1886, an increase of 
111,091 bales as compared with the corre- 
sponding date of 1885, and a decrease of 
160,344 bales as eompared with 1888, 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 18,693 bales. and are to- 
night 110,839 bales less than at the same pe- 
riod of lastyear. The receipts at the same 
towns have been 7,801 less than the same 
week last year, and since September 1, the 
receipts at all the towns are 18,727 bales 
less than for thesame period in 1885-86. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1886, were 4,290,034 
bales; in 1885-86 were 4,270,555 bales; in 
1884-85 were 4,129,080 bales. Though the 
receipts at the outports the past week were 
159,044 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 138,731 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the in- 
terior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations forthe same week were 123,- 
8233 bales, and for 1885 they were 105,291 
bales. 

The increase in the amount in sight on 
the night of January 7, as compared with 
last year, is 27,329 bales, the increase as 
compared with 1884-85 is 351,648 bales, and 
the increase over 1883-84 is 460,412 bales. 
The total sales for forwarded delivery for the 
week were 283,400 bales. For immediate 
delivery the total sales foot up this week 
3,517 bales, including 200 for export, 
2,651 for consumption, 466 for speculation 
and —— in transit. Of the above 250 bales 
were to arrive. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation in 
cotton for future delivery at New York has 
been only moderately active for the week 


ending January 7, and the feeling somewhat 


unsettled, the fluctuations in prices showing, 
to an extent that is unusual, the effect of 
manipulation, without regard to, and some- 
times in the face of, the more obvious influ- 
ences. Thus there was something of a bull 
movement at the close of Monday. Late on 
Tuesday after the receipt of a bouyant report 
from Liverpool, there was a_ selling move- 
ment which carried figures down to about 
the closing figures of the previous Friday. A 
decidedly lower Liverpool on Wednesday 
caused only a slight decline with us and it 
was soon recovered. Thursday an early ad- 
vance on a much better report from Liver- 
pool was followed by a sharp‘decline under 
war-like rumors from London. Friday the 
market opened stronger, but declined under 
the weak report from Liverpool. Cotton on 
the spot has been quiet, but quotations were 
advanced|1-16c. on Tuesday. Thursday there 
was rather more doing for home consump- 
tion. Friday the market was steady at 
9 9-16c. for middling uplands. 


. An Interesting Question. 

A New York judge is now wrestling with 
the most puzzling question of his judicial 
career. It seems that an incubator company 
was incorporated to ‘‘manufacture chickens.’ 
The point is made that chickens produced 
by artificial incubation are not manufactured 
in the eye of the law. On the other hand, 
the incorporators claim that if manufactur- 
ipg is the conversion of raw material into a 
form suitable for use, then they are manu- 
facturers, because eggs are raw material and 
it certainly makes them more useful to turn 
them into chickens.! @ 

Perhaps the objection that artificially in- 
cubated chickens are hatched, and not man- 
ufactured, is a mere quibble. Still, there are 
two sides to the question, and the New York 


judge should sleep over his decision. He 


has a chance to make himself famous.

THE GATE CITY GUARD’S EXCLUSION. 


What British Officials Say of the Refusal to 
Let the Georgians Enter England. 
From the New York World. 


There was a good deal of discussion yester- 
day among members jof the National Guard and 
wilitary men generally over the report published 
in the World that the {British authorities had re- 
fused permission to the Gate City Guard, of Atlan- 
ta, Ga., toenter England on their proposed En- 
ropean tour. A World reporter asked Consul-Gen- 
eral Booker if he knew why this refusal was 
made. 

“I know uothing about it except what I have 
seen in the newspapers,’ was the answer. “But 
there isan old English law prohibiting the lani 
ing of foreign trcops under arms on British territo- 
ry without permission having been first obtained. 
Of course this is seldom asked, and to my knowl- 
edge no foreign military organization has ever 
been allowed to enter England ina body. I hard- 
ly think that the report that the application ofthe 
Atlanta organizaticn was refused was due to the 
fact that its commander or any of the members are 
Irishmen. 

‘The fact will no doubt be recalled by many that 
permission was refused the Sixty-ninth regiment 
of New York to gointo Canada,”’ said the British 
consul inthis city. “That was four or five years 
ago, and there was some little excitement at the 
time. A number of Irish societies of Montreal or 
Quebec had invited the Sixty-ninth regiment asa 
body to visit them on the occasion of some eele- 
bration. The government of Canada indicated 
that it would be better for the regiment to remain 
athome. The Dominion being regarded as British 
soil, the old English law ferbidding foreign mili- 
tary organizations to land, was the basis for this 
action of her government. Itis not customary, I 
believe, to permit military of other countries to 
jand asa body in British possessions, and it is not 
strange that the request should be refused.”

The Manager of a Commercial Agency in 
Trouble,

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THEY WANT A NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 


The Citizens of the First Ward Meet and Dis- 
cuss This Proposition. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting of first 
ward citizens was held at Lester hall, on 
Haynes strect, last night-in answer to a call 
made through the press last week. 


Many of Atlanta's most prominent citizens” 


were present, At half-past seven o'clock the 
meeting was called to order and an organiza- 
tion effected by electing Judge J. T. Pendleton 
chairman and Mr. W. ‘i. Wilson secretary. 

Mr. Dunlap stated that the meeting had 
been called to consider the necessity of a 
school building in that section of the city. 

Letters were received from Messrs. E. A. 
Angier, G. H. Tanner and ex-Mayor Hillyer, 
regretting their inability to be present and ex- 
pressing themselves as being heartily in sym- 
patby with the movement. The letters were 
received with applause. 

On motion, a committee composed of W. C. 
Dunlap, C. J. Hancock, 'M. H. Dooly, A. Gif- 
ford and T. F. Johnson was appointed to draft 
amemorial to be presented to the board of 
cducation. 

The committee adjourned to the drug store 
onthe ground floor to complete their work. 
During the committee's absence ex-Mayor 
Goodwin was called upon for a speech. Mr. 
Goodwin made a_ strong talk in favor 
of the proposed school. He alluded 
to the extreme modesty of the 
citizens of the first ward, and said that he be- 
lieved theirclaim would have been recognized 
long ago if they had only asked fer it. 

Mr. W. G. Gramling and Mr. W. A. Fuller 
also addressed the meeting. Mr. Gramling, in 
the course of his remarks, said that the school 
was not the only thing needed in the first 
ward, and declared that improved streets and 
sewers were an absolute necessity, as well asa 
few more gus lights. Mr. Fuller presented 
many reasons why the proposed school should 
be established. He referred briefly to the dan- 
ger incurred by smal! children in crossing the 
railroads in going toand from the schools on 
the south side. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Fuller's remarks, the 
committee returned, and made their report, 
which was unanimously adopted. The memor- 
ial is as follows: 

Whereas, All that locality constituting a sort of 
spur, between the first and fifth wards, and 
known as the west part of the first ward and south- 
west part of the fifth ward and embracing all that 
section of the city west of and bordering on the 
East Tennessee,(reorcia Pacific and Western and At- 
lantic railrouds, has been almost or totally without 
any school facilities, police or fire protection, and 
many other advantages ofa city, and | : 

\hereas the nearest school on one side is Mari- 
ctta street, being distant by the circuitous route 
the children have to go fully a mile, and then 
at the great hazard ot their lives by 
reason of their exposure to moving trains on the 
railroads which they have to cross; the danger be- 
ing greatly inercased by reason of the fact that 
the crossing is through the yards where the switch’ 
ingisdone. Indeed the peril is so great that many 
parents refuse to allow their children to go at all, 
wt<l are thus wholly deprived of school privileges; 
while onthe other side of Foundry street those 
who are dependent on Walker street are em 
barrasscd by environments which, while tot

A NOVELCASE. 


A Sailor Arrested on a Belgian Ship for 
Murder, 

WASHINGTON, January 10,—A decision was 
rendered by the supreme court today in a nov- 
eland interesting international case of the 
king of the Belgians, by Charles Mall, consul, 
against the keeper of the common jail of Hud- 
eon county, New Jersey. 

Onthe 10th of last October there occurred 
on board of the Belgian steamship Noordland, 
lying at her dock in Jersey City, a fight be- 
iween her sailors, in the course of which one 
of them named Wildenhus, stabbed and killed 
another, named I['righeus, both Belgian sub- 
jects. The police authcrities arrested the 
muouiderer- and two other sailors, who were 
witnesses ofthe fight, and imprisoned them 
in Jersey City jail. The Belgian consul, acting 
under instructions from his government, de- 
manded the release of all the prisoners, on the 
ground that thefcrime was commitied within 
the jurisdiction of the kingdom of Belgium,and 
that under the law of nations, and the treaty 
between Belgium and the United States, he, as 
consul, had sole authority in the premises. 

The demand for the release of the prisoners 
was refused, whereupon the consul sued oat a 
warrant of habeas’ corpus, 
dismissal of that writ by 
United States court, he brought the case to 
this court by appeal. Ina long and carefally 
prepared opinion reviewing the history of the 
development of international law and all the 
treatics between the United States and foreign 
governments which have any bearing on the 
question, Chief Justice Waite, speaking for the 
court, says that the principle which governs 
the whole matter is this: Disorders which 
disturb only the peace of a ship or those on 
hoard are to be dealt with exclusively by the 
sovereignty of the home of the ship; but those 
which disturb .the repose of people on 
shore may be suppressed, and if 
need be the offenders punished by proper 
authorities of loca) jurisdiction. It may not 
be casy at all times to determine to which of 
the two jurisdictions a particular act of disor- 
der belongs. Much will undoubtedly depend 
on the attending circumstances of a particular 
case, but all must concede that felonious homi- 
cide is asubject for local jurisdiction, and if 
the proper authorities are proceeding wit the 
case in a regular manner the consul has no right 
to interfere to prevent it. The decree of the 
circuit court dismissing the writ of habeas cor- 
jus is affirmed. 


THE WRECK AT REPUBLIC. 


Identifying the Remains of the Unfortun- 
ates. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, January 10.—The testi- 
mony before Coroner Lepper in the inquest 
over the Baltimore and Ohio wreck this fore- 
neon, at Tiffin, Ohio, was principally aimed at 
the identification of the persons who perished. 
By relics picked up at the scene of the disaster, 
the names of T. O. Pemberton, of Payne, Ohio; 
Frank Bowman, of Mechanicsburg, Pa., and 
David Ober, of Oberlin, Pa., are added to the 
list of the killed already given. 

Rebert Chamberlain, the Republic, Ohio, un- 
dertaker, who teok charge of the bodies of the 
victims testified that he took eleven bodies 
from the wreck; and is positive that thirtecn 
persons perished. 

Alfred Tompkins, of Republic, also testified 
contradicting the evidence of Chamberlain. 
He said the workmen in clearing. up the 
wreck paid no attention to the charred re- 
mains, which were shoveled off the track with 
other debris. It seemed, he said, as if they 
wanted to get rid of the bodies as soon as pos- 
sible, and try to cover up all they could. 


A Wreck onthe Chesapeake and Ohio.

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Blacklisting as Criminal as Any Other 
Conspiracy. 

New Haven, Conn, January 10.—In the 
city court here, Judge Pickett rendered a de- 
cision in the case of William S. Wallace, assist- 
ant superintendent of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad, and Stacey B. 
Opdyke, superintendent of the New Haven and 
Northampton road, aceused of conspiracy 
by Thomas F. Meavy, who charged them with 
biacklisting him. They were fined $59 each. 
The judge in his decision sail that he was 
clearly of the opinion that a conspiracy de- 
signed to hinder any man from putting hi; 
labor on the market, when, where, and for 
such compensation as he may agree for, is 
equally criminal with any conspiracy designed 
to hinder the sale of the merchandise of any 
preducer or dealer, and is more disastrous in 
effect than any other form of conspiracy, ex- 
cept that to take a life. To convict of such 
conspiracy, circumstantial evidence is compe- 
tent and may be conclusive. It is sufficient if 
it is shown that the parties had a mutual un- 
derstanding to the common design and the 
part each was to perform in the attainment 
thereof. The court is satisfied that Wallace 
and Opdyke had a mutual understanding that 
a man not approved by one should not be em- 
ployed by the other. This was to all intents 
and purposes a boycott upon the individaals, 


SUICIDE IN JAIL. 


A German Swindler Takes Morphine in Cin- 
cinnati. 

CINCINNATI, O., January 10.—Professor B. 
Schaff, who has been in jail for some days for 
swindling book publishers in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and other cities by repre- 
senting himself as purchasing for the students 
of Woitburg seminary, was to have appeared 
in police court this morning. He was found to 
be in a stupor, and after being taken to a hos- 
pital died. It was discovered that a 
socialist who had been discharged from 
jail but a few days ago, had given 
Scbaff a quantity of morphine, for which Schaff 
gave an order to the socialist, authorizing him 
to take charge of whatever effects he might 
leave. Asnone of the publishers whom he 
had swindled were here to prosecute, Schatf 
could only have been convicted of loitering, if 
he hed gone to trial.

A WIDOWED BRIDE, 


Her Husband Cuts His Throat Twenty-four 
Hours After the Marriage.

LAND SHARKS. 


MILLIONS OF ACRES OF GEORGIA 
PINE LANDS GOBBLED UP. 


A Regular Organized Band of Thieves Who Ars 
Stealing the Face of the Earth Governor Gopr- 
don Offers a Reward for Convictions—A 
Talk With Mr. Arnheim, of Dougsecety. 


If you: catch a land shark now you can get 
$250 for him. 

That is the price Governor Gordon has fixed 
and if the contingent fand holds out somebody 
is going to sce the seven stars in day time. 

The Jand shark is a glib tongued individual 
who deals in bogus titles,!and he has been weed- 
ing a wide row in the pine lands of Georgia. 

Mr. Arpbheim, member of the house from 
Dougherty county, was in the city yesterday 
and said: 

“The wiregrass region of Georgia is infested 
by a band of the most unscrupulous land 
thieves on earth. They have stolen millions 
of acres of the finest timber lands in the state. 
It is supposed there are forty or fifty men in 
the compact. Their wicked operations have 
been far-reaching and ruinous, and the timber 
districts are suffering from the blighting effects 
of bégus titles which the land sharks have 
sown broadcast.” 

The land sharks constitute the 

TERROR OF THE TIMBER BELT, 
and so expert have they become that convic- 
tion will be very difficult. 

The sharks have secured lists of justices of 
the inferior courts, justices of the different 
districts, and the record of land grants, sothat 
they can make up achain of bogus titles ran- 
ning back to the earliest grants. With this 
valuable information at hand, forgery becomes 
cesy and conviction difficult. 

Operations in wild lands 
spirited that the records in the wild land oflice 
show the amazing fact that often one piece of 
wild land will be returned for taxation by 
as mapy as eight or ten persons, 
and frequently whole districts will average 
five owners for every lot. Ifaman wants to 
start asaw miil oraturpentine farm, he can 
go toa land sbark and cct a chain of forged 
titles for anominal sumand go to work. If 
the real owner goes to law, the value of the 
land is scon consumed in costs. The land 
sharks have fortificd themselves so well that 
in suits the bogus title often triamphs over the 
genuine title. for in the former the chain is 
made coimmplete, while in the latter there is 
often a break. 

Day before yesterday a man in one of the 
south Georgia counties sold the timber ou a 
body of 50,000 acres for less than 

SEVENTEEN CENTS AN ACRE 
and cold a 25,000acre body of landand timber 
forthirty-three- and one-third cents an acre. it 
was thator notbing, his agent advising him 
that unless he soldthe property it woull be 
stolen, 

\ Macon man who owns an immense tr act of 
pine lands was riding over his property recently 
when he came upon a squatter right in tne 
midcje of the tract, The sqnatter had a full 
chain of titles toa considerable quantity of th 
land, and when the Macon man saw the last 
decd, which had been made only a few d Lvs, 
he found that the forgers had attached the 
name of a justice who had been dead seven 
years,

The bogus deeds are very skillfully forged. 
The ink, paper, writing, ete., are all used with 
a view to making deception complete, and 
documents, fresh from the f rgers hands, are 
subjected to processes whic! he 
v elle whess and mustiness o! ahs. 

The men who hold bogus titles are generally 
men without property, and if a judgment for 
dameges is secured against them nothing can 
he made out of it. 

The timber lands,of Georgia, if properly 
secured to their real owners, would offer 

A SPLENDID FIELD FOR INVESTMENT, 
but their values have been greatly 
by tle traffic in titles carried on by the 
sharks. In addition to that, the block 
lumber business which the thievery has ea 
couraged has greatly injured the legitimate 
lumber trade, and has put down prices in 
Georgia. 

The land thieves forged the great seal of tho 
state several yearsago and used it in pr 
paring bogus land grants. Governor MeDuaniel 
offered a standing 


depre 


reward for the arresf of the 
forgeis of the great seal, and thereupon the 
thieves changed their plans. Instead of 
operating with a forged grant would ss 
curea certified copy and swear the original 
grant was lost. With thecertiiied copy of the 
original grant and forgeries of all subse yur if 
deeds, the bogus title-makers found their work 
eusy. 

During yesterday, Mr. Arnheim eailed on 
Governor Gordon, in reference to the land- 
shark business, and they had a full conference 
on the subject. 

Governor Gordon has 
that the land thieves were operating in the 
timber lands, and betore be came iuto office 
determined that he would uncover 
ish the criminals if he could.

| AWAITING THE CRISIS. 


CHIEF JUSTICE JACKSON LYING IN | 


A PRECARIOUS CONDITION. 


An Unmistakable Case of Pneumonia—How thse Jadge 
Wes First Taken—How the Cass Was Devel- 
oped—Incidents of the Sic k Chamb:r- 

The Physicanse Hopeful. 


The announcement in yesterday's Constitu- 
TION of Judge James Jackson’s serious illness 
produced sorrow and solicitude among al! 
classes of people in Atlanta. This learned 
judge, noble citizen and humble Christian is 
held in the tenderest esteem by cverybody in 
the city. 
who is more universally beloved. Therefore, 
the tidings of his sickness was reecived with 
poignant grief, and thousands of fervent 
prayers for his recovery ascended to the throne 
of mercy. Throughout yesterday and tilla late 
hour last *night the fricnds of the prostrate 
jurist visited his house te get the latest 
news of his condition. The members of the 
household were busy all day receiving eallers 
and apsweringinguiries, The judge was lying 
in a rocm on the first floor and his ear more 
than onee identified some bosom friend by 
his voice, and he would fain haye had him at 
his bedside, but the physician positively pro- 
hibited the admission of any one into the sick 
room, and none was allowed to vo in. Not 
even Dr. Morrison, pastor of the church of 
which .tudge Jackson has so long been a con- 
sistent and useful, and deyout member. This 
mipister called to inquire after the patient’s 
condition, and soon alter his departure the fact 
of his visit was disclosed to Judge Jackson, 
who chided ;his nurses for excluding the 
preacher. But the members of his family de- 
cided to implicitly obey the injunctions of the 
doctors, and all persons who sought entrance 
into the sick chamber were politely but firmly 
denied admittance. 

THE PiiVSICIANS IN CONSULTATION 

Early in the day Dr. Alexander was at the 
bedside. He was gratitied to perceive a slight 
improvement in the judge’ s condition. His 
fever had somewhat abated and __ his tempera- 
jure Was net quiieso high. There were other 
slightly favorable symptoms which caused the 
doctor to become more hopeful than he 
been. Late in thc day he wasat the house

He would 
oonstantly breath forth haif inaudible prayers, 
but no rebellious utterances were heard, 

With a patience and cheerful resignation 
born of a sanctified Christian character, he lay 

upon his hed of suffering, and conversed calmly 
and atfectionately to those surrounding him. 
He has never yet relaxed his hope of recovery, 
and this hope is shared by all of his family. 
The judge's attack was very sudden. Last 
Friday he entertained, at dinner, Governor and 
Mrs. Gorden, and Secretary and Mrs. Lamar. 
He exe rted himself, perhaps, too much, and 
socn after dinuer was eadenly attacked with 
wchull. From that time till Saturday night he 
steadily grew worse. During Sunday and Mon- 
day night there was no noticeable change in 
bis condition, and yesterday, if there was no 
warkcd improvement, there 

hange fer the worst. 

WHAT THE DOCTORS THINK. 

Laie last night a re sd a of [ar Consti- 
TUTION visited Judge Jackson's residence, and 
there met Drs. Bizzell and Alexander, who 

talked freely about the case. 

‘There is certainly no imminent danger,”’ 
remarked Dr. Alexander, ‘and I am very hope- 
ful. The symptoms which have developed 
today are rather tavorable. The fever has, in 
& measure, subsided and the temperature has 
fallen to 101 degrees. ‘There is just 
much fever as there ought to be. The fact that 
the judge is holding his own is « matter for 
congratulation and hope. But the critical 
pericd has not yct arrived, and I cannot speak 
with positiveness, Within the next twenty 
four hours the crisis will arrive.” 

Dr. Bizzell expressed substantially the 
views. While not 
his colleague, yet he - was disposed 
to look on the bright side. 
had observed, he said, a symptom which he re- 
varded as uniuvorable; this was the tendency 
of the patient's nrind to somewhat wander of 
late. This, however, might be attributed to 
the effect of stimulants.

THE BOARD OF POLICE COMMIS- 
SIONERS IN SESSION. 


Mr. Brglish, Chairman, lutreduces a Resolution, Con- 
templating the Sale of the Station House-A 
860.000 Appropriation Aeked for—The 
Opera House Trouble Investigated. 


The board of police commissioners met in 
regular monthly session (ast night, J. W. 
English, chairman, presiding. 

Mayor Cooper was present, as also was Mr. 
Meeaslin, chairman of the police committee of 
the city council. The chamber was crowded 
throughout the meeting. 

Mr. Engiish introduced a resolution declar- 
ing the present police headquarters inadequate 
to the daily demands made upon it, unfit for 
use, and asking the general council to sell it 
and erect a new building. 

“T have now been connected actively with 
the police department for several years,” said 
Mr. English, after the resolution had been 
read, “and I must say that I 
think the present building wholly unsuited to 
the yurpose for which it is used. It is too 
smai! and is improperly arranged fora prison. 
The cellsare unfit forthe most degraded and 
cebased citizen in the world. The building is 
a good, substantial one and within a few feet 
of the most vaiuable business houses in the 
city. It could easily be converted intoda fine 
business hcuse and ought ‘to bring almost 
encugh to purchase a lot and erect another 
pli ou building.” 

“Thave long thought we ought to havea 
new prison,” said Mr. Stephens, “and I am 
heartily in favor of your resolution, Mr, Chair- 
Miah.
